OUR FISHERIES AND THEIR PROS- 
PECTS. 



The artioles recently published by J. K 
Lord, P. Z. S., late naturalist to the British 
North American boundary Committoo.bri fish, 
fishing, nnd fisheries in seas, rivers and lakes, 
of Oregon, British Columbia, and Vancouver 
Island, in the fiVM.will be rend with interest 
by all who know these colonies, as well as by 
those in tho old country who nro on the look 
out for a new home. Mr. Lord is un undoubt- 
ed authority upon the subjects ol which he 
trci«ts in these articles, and from his expe- 
rience in and knowledge of this part of the 
world, may fairly b6 said to know more about 
our prospects as a great fishing emporium, 
than any other writer who has treated upon 
tho subjoet : " Rich," says our author, " are 
tho gold mines of tho colonies, rich tho coal 
mines, and tho land yields its timber, its 
grain and root crops plenteously ; but I un- 
hesitatingly and without fear of contradiction 
say, that the Gshories, both sea and river, if 
properly worked, will prove sources of woalth 
equal to tho richest of them all." It has al- 
ways been a matter ol surprise to those who 
know the value of our fisheries.that they have 
not been more cultivated ; what could bo a 
moro prolitablo souico ol employment for 
half n dozen fishermen in the course 
of tho coming spring than to catch 
end preserve fish of various kinds lor the 
Cariboo market. It is idlo to say that it 
would not pay. Those who have been somo 
mouths in tho gold diggings know how much 
any change in tho diet would be appreciated. 
And if it is worth while to cure and pack 
salmon in England for tho China nnd India 
markets, where other fish of excellent char- 
acter are cheap and plentiful, surely, it we 
may compare small things with great, it will 
be remunerative to supply tho limited market 
that would he found at the mines. "vVc are 
well aware that we shall bo met with the 
objection that the cost of packing tho fish up 
to the mines will bo an insuperablo objection 
to its being used us an article of food, but 
our readers must bear in mind that wo may 
very fairly expect a groat reduction in freight, 
now that the wagon road isopon to the steam 
boat landing. Added to this, fishing could be 
carried on most advantageously in tho Uon- 
tinck Arm, from whence the carriage by a 
pack train ought not in future to be an in- 
superablo diiliculty. We mention this under- 
taking as one being within tha reach of nliy 
men amongst us who have nerves, and 
sinews, and capital enough to buy n fibb- 
ing boat and tackle, and as being a 
business which requires no extraordinary 
ekill and carries with it no great risk and 
promises n sure albeit a moderato retina; but 
to deTelop our Dsheties properly, n consider- 
able capital must be invested and a company 
formed who can go into tha business largely, 
eo as to compete with tho fisheries of England 
and America. There can be nothing in the 
world to prevent the whole eastern market 
being supplied with dried and preserved lish 
from theso colonies— salmon, herring, and 
anchovies, may all bo taken in, as Mr. Lord 
says, " limitless" quantities, and they all find 
a ready market in China and in Tndia. There 
is no solitary retson :vhy the export of these 
fish should not be as profitable here na in 
England, where u.ncnred, the fish named, re- 
alize, taking them collectively, higher prices 
than in this colony. Those who are inter- 
ested in the prosperity, of this colony must 
exort themselves to hid something beyond 
the gold to employ tho population which will 
rench our shores in the prcs'u.t veaf, or, for 
tho simple reason that we >ot remain 
stationary, we shall rettograde. Some in- 
vestment for capital must be fonnd to keep it 
here on its wayworn tho mines. A step in the 
right direction has been taken in the forma- 
tion of coppor mining companies, from which 
wo look for good results, but in addition 
to developing tho mineral wealth of the 
eountry, we must all try our utmost to find 
out and improvo upon every method of in- 
creasing its productiveness, making it year 
by year less dependent upon foreign countries 
for supplies. 

.Although in the previous history of Vancou- 
ver Island there has been much to discour- 
age settlers, properly so called, from pene- 
trating into the country, wo must own that 
there has also boon somo encouragement, 
and every fresh schomo for bringing into cul- 
tivation any branch of industry causes the 
difficulties by little nnd little to vanish away. 
Our agricultural laud has not all turned out 
worthless, our timber is acknowledged to he 
ns fine as any in any part of tho world, and 
we have tho authority wo have already quoted 
to bank what we havo frequently expressed as 
our opinion—" that the fisheries in the lakes, 
rivers nnd sea east and west of Vancouver 
Ialnud and on the mainland coasts Irom the 
entrance of the Columbia river to .Sitka will 
and must eventually prove equal to any fish- 
eries on tho face of the globe."

You and all of us are deeply interested in the 
prosperity of our colony; my legislative clforts 
shall be earnestly directed lo its promotion in 
every possible manner. 

Our V'ree Tort system gives importance to our 
commerce and nttraets capital into the country, 
which is so greatly needed for the development of 
its valuable resources, you may rely that I shall 
eppose any attempt that may be made for political 
or other purposes to undermine or destroy it. 

I shall support the enactment tif liberal Mining 
Laws in order to encourage the working of our 
Mines and the active employment of libor. 

I shall support a new Act of Incorporation for 
the City of Victoria and uphold the Mayor and 
Council and those ncting under them in their of- 
ficial proceedings. 

A liberal School System, the making of Iloadc, 
the affording of mail facilities, the establishment 
of Harbor ami Coast Defences, and a due regard 
of the expenditure of the country shall have my 
most careful attention and consideration. 

The advantages of Female Immigration, in 
changing the roving character of our population, 
aud in creating many u cheerful and happy home 
is an element worthy of the greatest consideration 
in tho settlement of the country. I sliull usk tho 
substantial co operation of tho Government to 
carry out this view. 

In conclusion I will add, if returned by you, I 
shall act irrespective of any party, seeking only to 
carry out such measures ns I conceive to be the 
best for the interest of the country.

SUMMARY COURT. 

BEFORE CHIEF JUSTICE CAMERON. 

Monday, Jan'; 25th, 1804. 
Oldham v. iVaddell. — ilt. Demies for 
plaintiff, Mr. Druko for defendant. This was 
an action for tlamiifjes alleged to linvo been 
done to u bouse in Kane street, of which the 
defendant wa9 tenant. Tho tenant hud pot 
up some fixtures in tho house and tho plaint, D 
slated that in consideration of his cancelling 
the lease of the luuse it had been agreed that 
the tenant should leave all tho fixtures just 
they were in the house. It was alleged that 
boiiio fixtures had been removed, and that 
gome damage had been dono in removing- 
them. The Jud^e decided thnt tho plainlill 
had not made out nny case (or damages and 
gave judgment for defendant. 

Bice v. Patrick and others. — Mr. Dennos 
for plaintiff, Mr. Bishop for defendant. Mr. 
Donnes objected to .Mr. Bishop appearing for 
the defendant on account of his bating been 
previously engaged in tho same case for tho 
plaintiff. Tho Judge expressed an opinion 
that as tho attorney was acquainted with the 
facts on one aide and had acted as attorney 
on thnt side he ought not to go on with the 
casa ; it was therefore postponed. 

De Wolfe v. Goodwin. — Mr. Green for plain- 
tiff, Mr. Bishop for defendant. This was an 
action (or medical attendance, baths and med- 
icines supplied. The defendant's attorney 
objected that the doclor was not duly quali- 
fied. Dr. De Wolfe produced a diploma from 
the Medical University of Pennsylvania at 
Philadelphia. Mr. Bishop urged that loroign 
diplomas did not authorize medical practi- 
tioners to iccover for mediciues nud profes- 
sional services. His Honor decided that Dr. 
De Wolfe, holding a proper and authentic 
diploma from a foreign university, had every 
right to practice in this colony ; bis case was 
different Irom that oi legal practitioners who 
■were under tho regulations nf a particular 
statute. Mr. Bishop was nubble to show any 
authority by which the plainlill was precluded 
from recovering : a verdict wag therefore 
given for plaintiff for the amount claimed. 

The Court adjourned to Friday next at 10 
o'clock. 

Bible Society. — A full meeting of the 
Committee of the Victoria Auxiliary Branch 
of tha Hriiish and Foreign Bible Society was 
held last evening at tho oflioa of Messrs. 
Franklin ; (ho Her. B. Cridgo in tbo oliair. 
Afior receiving from tho Rev. Lachlin Taylor 
an outline of tho principles by which ha 
YfOuU desire to see the society governed in 
its relations with tbo various branches, and 
a few parting suggestions on matters of 
business detail connected with the working 
of the Society. It was moved by thu Hcv. 
M. MacOe, soconded by the Rev. A, O. Gar 
rett, '• That this Committee desire to place on 
recoid their high appreciation of Mr. Tny- 
lor'a exertions as agent of tho Parent So- 
ciety, and to wish him an affectionate 
farewell nnd u hearty God spoed whereso- 
ever God may direct his steps." Carried with 
acclamation. The reverend gentleman 
briefly but earnestly thanked the Committee 
Two or three notices of motion were then 
given and the meeting adjourned.

— I have the honor to submit for ths infor- 
mation of His Excolloncy tho Governor a Roport 
on tho transsctions of this Department for. ths 
past 12 months : * 

Roads, Stbebtb and Diudobs. 

Appended is a Statement of tho Amount ex- 
pended on Roads during tho yoar. 

(STATEMENT A.) 

Also a Statement (B.l of the amounts paid in 
1803 on contracts ontered into in 1862. 

Tub Comox Road from Nantimo has boon cut 
and a great many of the Bridges built. Tho 
bridge ovor tho Xanaimo Kiver has been swept 
away, but will be rebuilt at the exp"nso of the 
contractor, who was bound, to keep it In repair for 
12 months. There is a sum of $375 dua to him 
for tho same. Tho amount unexpended of tho 
veto is $967 66. A groat part of tho road is 
blocked up by windfalls, and there is groat rcasou 



to fear that the wholo will Be impassable In a very 
short time from the same cause. 

Tun EsCjUIMALT Koad, which is now nearly 
completed, has been improved by widening and 
Macadamizing soino of the worst places. 

Tiik Ckhau Hill Raod from tho Turn at 
Oaklands to the bottom beyond Msrriman's has 
been formed and gravelled but owing to the bad 
quality of the gravel it is still soft in places. A 
continuation of this road to Cadboro Bay from 
Jnmes Tod's has been made. 

The Craigflowor Bridgo was in n very danger- 
ous state but it Is now stronger than beforo as 
piles have been drivon in place of cribs. 

The Sasnich Koad has been macadamized from 
Victoria to Dr. Tolmie's, and a few of tho worst 
places gravelled ; beyond at Lako Hill a very 
long stretch has been stoned and gravelled. 

Iho Cadboro Bay Road has been formed and 
gravelled as far as Tod's; some assistance was 
given by tho Commissioners from tho Statute 
Labor Fund. 

Tub Fowl Bat Road his been nearly com- 
pleted to Mrs, Ross', and formed from thence to 
Oonzalo Hill. 

Moss SlBBBT, from the Cadboro Bsy Koad to 
Cary'a lload. has been mado by privati subiciip- 
tion and Statute Labor Fund. 

Supbbiob Stbel-t has boon partially repaired 
by the same means. 

The payments on Victoria street wore outstand- 
ing since 1862. 

Humboi.t Street, has been macadamized from 
Mr. Eraser's to the end bj privato subscription. 

Mt. ToLlflB's C1103S Road has been opened and 
a few of the worst places ditched ; it extends from 
the Cndboro Bay Road to tho Cross Road from 
Saanich to Cadboro Bay. 

Buunsidl- Dbviation has been opened, and a 
lung piece macadamised, aud n substantial bridg 
built. 

Thr Mi:tchosin Road has been improved from 
Cruigtlower to Carson's Bridge, and many long 
rea.'hes graveled. Part of the money vias from 
tho Slututu Road Fund. Also from tho steep hill 
(which has boon cut down) beyond the Cricket 
Ground to jlctchosin many bad places have been 
mado passable, as also tho Springs near the Bel 
moot junction. 

Tun Old Sookb Road was carefully examined 
by 111c to ascertain tho practicability of improving it, 
and after maturo cousider&tioa I determined on 
adopting the new line, whieh goss at aa easy 
grnilo through tho dilferent valleys. Thoro was a 
good deal of side hill cutting, and a few bridg 
and corduroys. The whole oxpenso of the road 
from Geo. Cook's to Grant's Mill at Sooke, was 
3823 90. A wagon road at a future day could bo 
easily constructed. 

Thu Park cntranco has been mado with the sane 
tion of the Municipal authniit'cs. 

2nd. Lands Paa-R m ptbd and Sold. --The 
ain:.untof lands pre-empted and number of pre- 
emptions in eaoh district are appended in State- 
ment C. Payment on pre-empted land under the 
Land Acts of 1861 aud 1862, are shown In State- 
ment D. There is a large amouut due on lands 
sold prior to 1861, a statement of which I shall 
shortly submit. 1 havo obtained from the Land 
Recorders at Cowichan and Comox an aocount of 
tho improvements in their respective districts, 
copies of which arc appended in Statement E. F, 
which give 81 45 per acre as the valuo of the im- 
provements, stock, *c., at Cowichan, and 31 25 
per aero for Comox; in the lattor exclusive of 
stock. 

SuaVHTs and Exi'LonATIONs.— Thero have 
been no surveys of any importance executed this 
yoar. Tho explorations for gold in the neighbor- 
hood of Gold Stream will wo trust, be tbo moans 
of drawing more general attention to tho mineral 
resources of tho country. The first exploring party 
sunk a shaft to the bed rock, and fixsd three 
sluices, but during the laic hoavy rains, the 
were carried away, excepting only 0110. There 
havo been no roports from tho second party. The 
copper diseovorics nt Sooke, Noonoose, and va- 
rious other places along the coant, show that ores 
rich in copper actually oxist.

Monday Ev'a, Jan. 25. 
Present : — His Worship the Mayor, and 
Councillors Stronacb, Wallaoa and McDon- 
ald. 

His Worship on taking his scat intimated 
that Mr. Lewis had bcon in the Town Clerk's 
office, but declined to take his seat at the 
Board and he (the May»t) thought those 
councillors who could not or would not attend 
the meetings should bo called upon to resign 
their trust iuto tho hands of tho people won 
olncted them. He was surprised at euch 
conduct on Ihc part of Mr. Lewis.

Mr. Wallace atatcd that it was imperative 
that something should be done to Johnson 
si re o t, as it could not bo left in its present 
condition, lie (Mr. W.) had takon upon 
bimicll tho responsibility of incurring a few 
dollars eipotisus in having n aewer cut 
through Johnson street, but the street was 
open and it would bo neoesaary to havo a 
proper culvert constructed. 

liis Worship observed that he was ex officio 
chairman of every committee, and had the 
tbo powei of ordering anything to bo done 
in ensos of emergency. He would see tlmt 
the mutter was attended to. 

Mr. Wallace said the cxr.cnso incurred 
would probably bo about $20. Ho had been 
blamed by some of tho Council for taking 
any action in the matter, but ho had ob- 
tained tho concurrence of Councillor Mc-

The Council wailed until 8 o'clock, and no 
ulhcr councillor having nppnarcd, ndjoarneJ 
until Monday evoning next, at tho usual 
hour. 

Mr. MoUona'd remarked that he wa3 much 
Hurprisod at Councillor;! Lowis and Ewing, 
particularly at thu lattor, who one day said 
there was no mayor and Council nnd unother 
day aclcd as councillor, as ho bad dono iu 
the Johnron street matter. 

His Worship said it was ridiculous. If 
parties wcro afraid or ashamed to comu for - 
ward and show themselves-, ho thought the 
sooner they resigned and allowed the pooplo 
to elect others in their place the> batter.

The Danish Difficulty Explained. 

(From Punch. J 
Youii£ persons who dine out, and wish to 
bo cousidorod well-informed young dineis- 
out, must desire to be able to answer, in a 
few simple words, the question so frequently 
pnt as to the real value ofllie difficulty about 
ths King of Denmark't) succession to tho 
Schloawig-Uolslein Duchies. Mr. Punch 
will explain the matter in a moment. Tna 
case i i this. King Christian being an agnate, 
is the ciillaterul heir male of the German Diet, 
and consequently the Duchy of Holstein, being 
rnudiatised, could only have ascended to the 
LaDgraviae of Hesse in dsfuult of consanguin- 
ity in thu younger branch of iho Sotiderbuig- 
filUoksburgH, and therefore Sollleswig.by the 
surrender of the Duke of Saxe- Cohurg Uotlu, 
was acquired ns u lief in remainder bj tha 
morganatic marriage ofErederic the Seventh. 
This is clear enough, of course. The diffieulty 
however, arises from the la^-l that whilo the 
Danish protoool of 1852, which was drawn 
up by Lord I'uluierston, but signed by Lord 
MaImeebary,ropudiating poil faito tho claims 
of I'rincoss Mary cfAhhalt, as reniainiier- 
woman to tha lClectorass of Augustenburg, 
it only operated. m u uti possidetis iu reference 
to the iutoresiH ol Prince Christian of Schles- 
wig- Holstein-Souderburg-Glucksburg, while 
Daron bunsen's protest against Catholicism, 
under the terms of the Edict of Nantes, of 
eourse barred the wholo of tho lineal ancestry 
of tho (fraud Duka Irom claiming by viatue 
of the .Salic clause of the Progmatiu Sanction. 
Tho question is tliurufuro exhaustively reduc- 
ed to a very narrow compass, and tho dispute 
"imply Is, whether an agnate who is not con- 
sanguineous, can.nB a Lutheran, hold a lief 
which is clothed by ntediatisatiun with the 
character of a neutral belligerent. This is 
really all that is at issue, and those who tee* 
to complicate tho case by introducing the ox. 
traneoui statement, true, no doubt, in itself, 
that tbo Princess nt' Wales, who is the daught- 
er of the premnt King ol Denmark, made no 
public renunciation ,>l oitlier the Duchies or 
the ivory hairbrushes, when she dined with 
Lord Mayor Uose, aro simply endeavoring to 
throw dust iu the eyes ol Europo. 

Frek Trade in Francs.— The impulse 
given to French commerce and industry by 
the abolition of the systoa) of protection is 
every day becoming more manifest to the 
manufacturers of Paris. The exports from 
the 1st of January to the 1st of Oatobet 
equal in amount the entire exports tor tha 
year 1862. England and Belgium havo par- 
ticularly eontribuicd to this development of 
French industry. England has taken lace, 
plain and figured silks, merinos, articles ot 
ladies' dresses, mercery, ribbons, linen uud 
cotton cloths, bleached and unbleached ; gilt 
aud plated bronze, jewellery, clocks uud 
watches, porcelain, wrought steel, stained 
paper, engraved music, a quantity of chemii 
cal ingredients, such us poiash, chloride of 
limo, nitrate of soda and sulphate of copper ; 
refined sugar, dressed skins, und a variety of 
basket work. It is fully expected thut the 
exports lo England this year will amount to 
100,000 ; 000f. more than those ol the lust. The 
exports to Belgium for the first uino months 
of the present year are equal to those of the 
entire twelve mouths of lbol!. The exports 
consislod chiefly of fine pearls, gilt bronzes, 
wrought metal, pluted ware, cutlery, tin, 
eajutchouc, fine and common porcelain," che- 
micul and surgical instruments, pianos, pot- 
ash, nitrato of soda, sulphate ol magnesia, 
alum, cream of turtur, acetate of copper, 
common carmine, isinglass, .mix candles, and 
carriages. Oilier nations in Europe and 
America have by llieir purchases assisted iu 
swelling French exports to 2,6O0.000,0OOf., 
which it is expected they will umouut to by 
the otid of the year.
